Howard Hankins (circled) Is right at home with 
heads of state, which he saved from destruction 


T he unwanted 

massive sculptures of 
Presidents Park — the 
East Coast's answer to 
Mount Rushmore — 
have been rescued by the man 
hired to destroy them! 

Concrete recycler Howard 
Hankins was supposed to haul 
away the 20-foot statues of 43 
of the nation's chief executives 
— from George Washington 
to George W Bush and every 
one in between — from the 
Williamsburg. Va, attraction. 
But the patriotic 


businessman couldn’t bear to 
destroy the tributes to Ameri¬ 
ca’s leaders 

“They called me and wanted 
to know if 1 would come down 
there and crush [the heads] 
and haul them away," Han¬ 
kins says. “I said, 'Heck no, 
can I have ’em?' I’m going to 
preserve them.” 

Hankins got the job initially 
because the bust-filled park 
went belly up in 2010. At the 
time, the park had yet to cre¬ 
ate a bust of 44th President 
Barack Obama because of 


funding issues. 

Instead of ripping apart the 
43 giant heads — which each 
weigh 15,000 to 20,000 pounds 
— Hankins spent a hefty' 
amount of cash removing the 
creations by Houston artist 
David Adickes, 

The moving job involved an 
excavator crane and a flatbed 
truck — and cost S50.000! 

Now all 43 giant heads sit 
on Hankins’ farm in Croaker, 
Va., on private property closed 
to the public. 

Hankins hopes to make the 


statues available to tounsts 
in the near future in the Wil¬ 
liamsburg area. 

"We are currently raising 
money for a new presidential 
museum,” says the Williams¬ 
burg Presidential Museum 
Project. “This museum will 
create a total experience of 
the many facets of the U.S. 
Presidents.” 

Sadly, the concrete Presi¬ 
dents have seen better days. 
Ronald Reagan was struck by 
lightning and Abraham Lin¬ 
coln is developing age spots!

In 1980, Dr. Nick was 
charged with “criminally” 
overpresenbing drugs for 
Elvis and eight others — 
including rocker Jerry Lee 
Lewis. 

He was acquitted on Nov. 
4. 1981. and continued to 



claim Elvis died from severe 
constipation and an enlarged 
bowel. 

Indeed, the autopsy revealed 
the rocker's colon was twice 
the normal length and width 
— and crammed with more 
than 30 pounds of feces. 

But the autopsy failed to 
find cell necrosis in Elvis’ gut, 
eliminating the killer consti¬ 
pation theory. 

Dr Nick’s medical license 
was suspended following the 
acquittal.
